SA LANO tells me that immediately thereafter 
he entered the office of AUSA EARL SILBERT, who is in 
charge of the grand jury investigation in this matter, and 
related the foregoing events to him. . AUSA SILBERT appeared 
shocked that BERNSTEIN and WOODWARD would attempt such a 
crude stratagem. 


This afternoon I attempted to telephonically con- 
tact Principal Assistant AUSA EARL SILBERT but he was un- 
available. In his absence, I spoke to his chief assistant, ' 
AUSA DONALD E. CAMPBELL, who related to me that he witnessed 
BERNSTEIN's and WOODWARD'S statements to LANO to the effect 
that information concerning HALDEMAN would be attributed to 
LANO in a news story and BERNSTEIN's related comment to the J * 
effect that "they”, meaning LANO and CAMPBELL, could save v 
themselves a lot of headaches by furnishing the information 
that they needed. CAMPBELL stated that in discussions with .. 
SILBERT there was absolutely no doubt in their minds that 
the statement by BERNSTEIN, as acquiesced in by WOODWARD, ' 
constituted an ill-concealed attempt at intimidation of both 
SA LANO and them, however not in such precise terms as to be 
prosecutable. 


I do not feel that this matter should be dignified 
by further inquiry. I have instructed both SA LANO and 
Supervisor RUHL to refuse any further phone calls from any 
representative of news media concerning captioned natter. p

submit concerning the chronology of events so that there can 
be no question as to the firmness of his position.

Later this afternoon, Principal Assistant AUSA 
EARL SILBERT telephonically contacted me to state that 
even though I had left word that it was not necessary for 
him to return my call (since AUSA CAMPBELL had been able to 
brief me completely), he wanted to personally endorse the 
comments made by Mr. CAMPBELL and to further underscore 
them by reference to the fact that SA LANO could not possibly 
have known the information which BERNSTEIN intended to at- 
tribute to him. Mr. SILBERT stated that he does not have 
sufficient superlatives to express his appreciation for 
SA LANO's professionalism, dedication and loyalty in the 
investigation of captioned matter.

I> Angelo J. Lano, being duly sworn, hereby make 
the following statement concerning a telephone conversation 
between Carl Bernstein and myself on October 23, 1972: 

I have been a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation (FBI) for six years and I am currently assigned to 
C-2 Squad, Washington Field Office, which is suprevised by Special 
Agent John A. Ruhl . Part of my duties is the investigation known 
as "James Walter Me Cord, Jr., Et Al; Burglary, Democratic National 
Committee Headquarters, Washington, D.C., June 17, 1972". 

At approximately 10:30 p.m., October 23, 1972, I 
received a telephone call from the Washington Field Office Night 
Supervisor, who informed me that a man named "Carl" desired to 
urgently speak to me. He left a number 223-7220. Since I had 
previously been authorized to contact Bernstein for the purpose 
of ascertaining his source of information, I decided to return 
his call. I dialed the number and Carl Bernstein answered the 
phone. I recognized his voice and asked him what he wanted? He 
replied he was in a bind over a story he was trying to finish 
concerning Hugh Sloan and a name Sloan furnished to Earl Silbert 
(Assistant U.S. Attorney (AUSA) prosecuting this case for the 
Government). 

I told Bernstein I was not going to comment one way or

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another about his story. 

He replied that he had always maintained that the 
FBI has done a fantastic job in the investigation. I told him 
he was right, that much I would confirm. 

He continued by stating that his story about Sloan 
centered around an interview Sloan had with Silbert at which 
neither I nor other Agents were present and that the interview 
had to do with a list of five names of persons who had access to 
the fund. Bernstein said that Sloan told Silbert that one of 
the five men in addition to Mitchell, Kalmbach, Liddy and Magruder 
was Haldeman of the White House. 

I asked Bernstein how he knew what Sloan said or didn't 


say. 

He replied that all he wanted to know was why didn't 
Sloan tell the FBI? Why didn't the FBI Interview Sloan? 

I replied that I was not going to tell him who the FBI 
interviewed. I also told him I greatly resented his attempts to 
obtain information to which he was not entitled from official 
sources. I told Bernstein that he ought to go out and conduct 
his own investigation. I referred to the fact that a man named 
Simons of the "Washington Post" had been interviewed on National 
T.V. last week, and claimed that his Paper was doing a great job 
in reporting facts and that after the trial the stories would 
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continue. I told Bernstein that I felt like calling up Simons 
and telling him a few things about improperly obtaining FBI or 
Justice Department material. Bernstein tried to interrupt me, 
but I continued by telling him that once the case was over, we 
were going to find out who was leaking that information to him, 
one way or another. 

Returning to his prior reference to Sloan, he said all 
he wanted to know was, had I interviewed Sloan and, if so, why 
didn't he mention Haldeman to me? 

I replied that I would not comment on that statement. 

He then said, all you have to do is listen and your 
silence will tell me that I am right. I told him no, I have a 
wife and four children to think of, and I am not permitted to 
disclose any information. He replied "Yeah, and some people have 
cats and dogs". 

I again reminded him of Judge John J. Sirica’s order 
about persons connected with case making or issuing any statements. 
I told him that my no comment to him meant what I said and that 
he should draw no conclusions from my refusal to comment. 

Again he said that all I had to do is listen, just 
remain silent and he'd know his story was accurate. I told him 
to go ahead (since I wanted to know what he was proposing to 1 
write) but I again told him to clearly understand that my refusal 
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to comment could not be considered as confirmation. 


He said his story was that Sloan got called into the 
Grand Jury by Silbert; that the FBI was not present. 

I asked him how he knew what Sloan did or said before 
the Grand Jury since not even the FBI is allowed to learn what 
occurred in there? 

He said what he meant was that Sloan went into Silbert* s 
Office, where Sloan talked about his job, and Sloan told Silbert 
about the list and names on it. According to Bernstein, Sloan 
not only furnished the other names, but added the name "Hal deman". 
Bernstein repeated the FBI wasn't present. Bernstein stated that 
Silbert later went into the Grand Jury and the FBI wasn't told 
the nature of his testimony; that Silbert didn't even tell me 
(Here Bernstein was asking me to confirm a series of events that 
he stated I was not aware of). 

At this point I asked Bernstein if Hal deman was John 
Haldeman and he said he wasn't talking about "EhtMchman" (fy 
purpose in asking this question was that HaJJeman wasnnot familiar 
to me but John Ehrlichman was since we had interviewed him in 
this case). 

I then asked Bernstein how he could know what Silbert 
told me? For that matter, how did he know what Sloan is supposed 
to have said before the Grand Jury about Haldeman? 


I told Bernstein that if he wanted more information 
or anything else he should call (Acting Director) Mr. L. Patrick 
Gray's Office in the morning; or he could call Mr. Thomas Bishop’s 
Office because I wasn't about to make any comment on his story. 

He replied by stating, "Well don't you think I've 
already tried". 

I then ended the call by telling Bernstein that as long 
as "you guys" steal information, you better make sure you get it 
right, because as I said previously, we're going to find out who 
your source is. 

After the call, I immediately called AUSA Earl Silbert's 
Chief Assistant. 

I told Mr. Campbell the substance of the call and that 
my impression of Bernstein's telephone call was that he may have 
been reading from a memo possibly prepared by Earl Silbert. Mr. 
Campbell said he didn’t think Silbert dictated any memo on the 
debriefing of Sloan and that the Hal deman name never came up in 
the office or before the Grand Jury. Mr. Campbell suggested that 
I inform Mr. Silbert in the morning of the call. 

After hanging up the telephone, it rang again. This 
was at about 11:00 p.m. The Washington Field Office Night 
Supervisor advised that "Carl" called again, and said something 
urgent just came up and needed only thirty seconds of my time. 





I again returned his call. 

Bernstein answered and said he Just received a CBS 
news wire which stated that Mr. Gray, FBI Acting Director, had 
suggested to the President that their investigation at the White 
House be reopened since people connected with White House were 
linked to the Watergate Case. 

I told Bernstein I didn't know what he (Bernstein) was 
saying but as Mr. Gray has previously stated the FBI investigation 
is continuing and has not stopped and there will be no comment made. 

Bernstein then said he understood that. Then he said, 

"That name you mentioned before, I was talking about Haldeman". 

I said, "Yeal Haldeman, and I added that I didn’t mention any 
name, and that he had raised the name Haldeman. He stated he 
didn’t mean John Ehrlichman, "I meant Robert Haldeman". I again 
t&ld him I didn't say anything about a Robert or Richard Haldeman, 
like I said, I don't know first names. 

At this point I told him his thirty seconds was up and 
hung up the telephone. 

On Wednesday afternoon while I was preparing to discuss 
the case with AUSA Earl Silbert in U.S. District Court, I was 

stopped by "Washington Post" reporters Bernstein and Robert Woodward. 

v 

They told me they were in trouble over the story they wrote. * 

I asked them what story they were talking about. They 
said today's article on Haldeman, "We wrote it based on your 
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statement”. I said "your* re both crazy, that I never gave them a 
statement. As a matter of fact, all I gave you was a no comment. 

It was at this time that Bernstein produced a sheet 
of typewritten paper containing what appeared to be part of his 
conversation with me of October 23, 1972. I recall one paragraph 
dealt with Bernstein's remarks about Sloan mentioning Haldeman's 
name in Sllbert's office, followed by my comment of "Yeah, Haldeman”. 

I wish to stress that those two conversations with 
Bernstein were the only contacts I had with him on October 23, 1972, 
and I have had none since except for my brief hallway contact with 
him in the courthouse on October 25, 1972. 

I desire to stress that I engaged in conversational 
exchange with Bernstein only in the hope of developing some hint 
as to who his source of information was. 

I have furnished no information concerning this or any 
other investigation to unauthorized persons and I am willing to 
subject myself to a polygraph examination to confirm this fact.

protection of the law. The defendants in 
the civil suit are: Richard E. Gerstein, 

Dade County State's Attorney; Martin Dardis, 
his chief investigator; Harold H. Titus, Jr., 
U. S. Attorney, Washington, D. C.; and his 
assistant, who is handling the Watergate - 
case, Earl J. Silbert. The suit charges 
Gerstein initiated investigation, manipulated 
the communications media, and released 
details accusing Barker of being guilty of 
Federal charges to assist Gerstein in his 
renomination and reelection campaign. 

No date has been set for the civil suit; 
however, the criminal trial of Barker on 
state charges involving alleged fraudulent 
use of his notary public license in Dade 
County is set for 11/1/72.

He stated that the 
seal on the smoke detector is identical to seals placed on Manual 
Code fire alarm stations which are found in most buildings. He 
stated that the Approval Number 30 is the number assigned to this 
Company. 

HARDING described the numbers 312 and their significance 
as follows:

RHATICAN said that the first meeting with HUNT on the 
matter was on April 2b, 1972, when JULIE, HUNT, RHATICAN and 
TOM RASH of Logos Studios met and discussed the script. JULIE 
gave her approval after reviewing the script. 

On April 25, 1972, the film was completed at Logos Studios 
Arlington, Virginia. 

According to RHATICAN, the next entry in his file 
reflects that May 23, 1972, the film was reviewed and it was 
described as good. 

On June 28, 1972, the Advertising Council accepted the 
film spots. 

RHATICAN advised that since the completion of the 
film, he has had no other contact with HUNT. 

He stated that for background purposes, HUNT came 
to the White House or the Executive Office Building on two 
occasions in October and November of 1971.

Having just heard from Joel Weiss that the Advertising Council 
had refused us the renewed campaign listing requested last summer - 
and which until now had been anticipated, (see attachments), I conferred 
with Bill Rhatican who professed himself as baffled as I over the Council's 
refusal. Worse, in anticipation of Bulletin listing, collateral TV kit 
material had been printed at government expense, and is now unusable 
since it cited Advertising Council listing. 


It may be, of course, that listing for CLOSER LOOK was not in- 
cluded in the November-December Bulletin through inadvertence. 

Otherwise it is difficult to understand how Help for East Pakistani Refugees 
can compare on the nation's priority list with the education of America's 
handicapped children, which is what CLOSER LOOK is all about. 

For your information, the Bureau of Education for the Handicapped 
has in final production a number of other television campaign spots. The 
material printed for inclusion in these mailing kits cites the old March- 
April Bulletin listing inasmuch as the television spots were not ready for 
release during that time period. 

While it is probably now too late to ameliorate the present unfortunate 
sitmtion, I trust the Advertising Council will not withold use of its lists for 
Lub^equent CLOSER LOOK television and radio mailings, so much produc- 
tion money having been expended in good faith.

Julie Eisenhower TV Film for CLOSER LOOK 


There seems to have been a misconception concerning the 
amount of time required properly to film Mrs. Eisenhower 
at the Logos studios in Arlington and on location--here or 
in the Miami area. The two-hour period allocated by 
scheduling officials first for the 29th and then the 31st is 
simply not long enough to assure a first-rate public service 
film. 


The script proposed showed Mrs, Eisenhower in an attractive, 
modern classroom, with attractive handicapped I children; how- 
ever, location scenes take variable amounts of time, particu- 
larly when children are involved. Now, because I gather that 
Mrs. Eisenhower will not be able to allot one day to the film 
project, I am reluctantly eliminating the scenes showing her 
actually with children, and instead we will film her at Logos 
against a limbo background. This will permit later rear pro- 
jection of classroom, clinic and playground scenes, though 
the finished film will project less warmth. ' 


At this juncture, what I am asking for is a firm shooting date 
the week of April 10th when, I understand, Mrs. Eisenhower 
will again be in the Washington area. Four hours time at 

Logos studios would be the minimum. J h 


Subsequently, if Mrs. Eisenhower agrees, we would be able 
to photograph her with children at Miami's Mailman Center 
for Child Development, probably the most modern facility of 
its kind in the country. Done without sound, this segment 
could be accomplished in two hours' shooting time.
